Rabbi  Rein  will  share  insights 
based  on  his  own  experiences  as  an  Air  Force  chaplain. 

On  Tuesday,  June  30,  we  will  be  show¬ 
ing  “Waltz  with  Bashir,”  the  Israeli  film  that  was  nominated  for 
an  Academy  Award  this  year.

On  Tuesday, 
July  22,  we  will  show  “A  Slim  Peace,”  a  documentary  about 
an  encounter  between  Israeli  and  Palestinian  women.

News  from  Our  Schools 


End  of  Another  Year...

have  to  begin  by  saying  what  a  great  honor  it  is  to  be 
here  as  the  Director  of  the  P.A.S.  Congregational  School,  an 
institution  that  has  been,  is,  and  will  continue  to  be,  one  of 
the  great  Hebrew  schools  in  the  US. 

The  statement  “An  education  ought  to  be  very  good  to  justify 
depriving  a  child  of  its  liberty”  is  attributed  to  the  1 8th  century 
economist,  John  Stuart  Mill.  Here  at  P.A.S.  we  provide  an  excel¬ 
lent  education,  and  while  learning  always  comes  first,  we  also 
have  lots  of  fun  and  try  not  to  deprive  the  children  of  too  much 
liberty!  The  quality  of  education  our  children  receive  is  top- 
notch.  Our  staff  is  experienced  and  knowledgeable.  And  yet,  here 
students  learn  that  the  soul  needs  to  be  developed  and  nurtured  as 
much  as  the  brain.  They  are  taught  that  being  a  mensch  is  more 
important  than  being  beautiful  or  wealthy.  They  are  taught  that 
kindness  and  tolerance  are  basic  Jewish  values.  They  learn  that 
life  is  for  living  and  that  their  duty  is  to  leave  the  world  a  better 
place  for  them  having  been  in  it.  Here  at  P.A.S.  the  students 
learn  how  to  learn,  rather  than  merely  what  to  learn.  They  often 
discover  that  it  is  just  as  important,  and  sometimes  much  more 
interesting,  to  color  outside  the  lines — that  they  can  be  creative 
and  think  “outside  the  box.” 


A  religious  school  must  recognize  that  there  is  a  world  beyond 
the  school  gates.  "There  is  no  life  that  is  not  in  community."  So 
said  T.S.  Eliot  and  I  think  we  all  agree.  Jewish  life  is  based  on 
community — after  all,  we  need  ten  people  to  make  a  minyan.  So 
our  students  go  out  to  the  community — they  visit  nursing  home 
residents,  go  to  the  Jewish  Museum,  help  out  in  our  Food  Pantry. 
Each  grade  also  participates  in  Shabbat  services  so  that  the 
youngsters  can  connect  to  the  greater  P.A.S.  community.  This  is 
what  P.A.S.  has  always,  and  will  always,  believe  in. 

And  what  of  the  future?  We  have  spent  this  past  year  looking 
very  carefully  at  best  practices  in  Jewish  education.  We  studied 
new  and  successful  models  of  Hebrew  schools  and  heard  from 
experts  in  Jewish  education. 

A  Hebrew  proverb  says,  “Do  not  confine  your  children  to  your 
education,  for  they  were  born  of  another  time.”  The  history  of  the 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Congregational  School  tells  us  that  it  has 
always  recognized  the  need  to  change,  to  rebuild,  and  to  re-equip. 
The  school  has  always  embraced  the  future  with  courage  and  vi¬ 
sion,  while  holding  firm  to  its  traditional  values.  I  look  forward  to 
carrying  on  this  path  in  September,  when  our  2009-2010  academ¬ 
ic  year  begins.

Spiritual  Resistance  in  the  Warsaw  Ghetto

R.  Kalonymus  Kalmish  Shapira,  the  rebbe  of  the  Warsaw 
Ghetto,  was  an  extraordinary  scholar,  leader,  educator  and 
spiritual  master  in  pre-war  Poland  and  during  the  Holo¬ 
caust.  On  Tisha  B'av  as  we  mourn  our  national  tragedies  as 
a  community  we  are  confronted  with  the  question  of  our 
response  to  suffering  and  persecution,  a  question  which 
continues  to  echo  deeply  today.  Together  we  will  explore  a 
sermon  of  R.  Shapira’s  given  in  the  Warsaw  Ghetto  in  1942

This  summer,  read  your  way  through  NYC!

ot  so  long  ago,  books  for  Jewish  children 
were  all-of-a-kind.  They  were  written  express¬ 
ly  for  Jewish  children,  with  nothing  propelling 
the  story  line  other  than  the  explanation  of 


Jewish  holidays.  Then  Sydney  Taylor  wrote  "The  All-of- 
a-Kind  Family"  series,  and  for  the  first  time,  there  were 
mainstream  books,  popular  in  public  libraries,  about  a  Jew¬ 
ish  family,  in  this  case  on  the  Lower  East  Side  in  the  early 
20th  century. 

Today  the  proliferation  of  books  featuring  Jewish 
characters,  Jewish  settings,  and  events  important 
to  Jewish  history  is  amazing.  There  are  Jewish 
children's  books  set  in  ancient  Egypt,  medieval 
France,  and  the  contemporary  Midwest.  But 
many  of  the  best  take  place  in  New  York  City. 

Consider  reading  these  books  with  your  (grand) 
children  and  following  up  with  a  field  trip  to 
bring  the  book  to  life. 

In  "A  Nickel,  a  Trolley,  a  Treasure  House" 

by  Sharon  Reiss  Baker,  a  young  boy  who  loves  to  draw 
takes  a  momentous  journey  from  his  home  on  the  Lower 
East  Side  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum.  This  picture  book 
is  a  must-read  for  any  child  who  has  visited  or  will  visit  the 
Met. 

i  "Mendel's  Accordion"  by  Heidi  Smith  Hyde  recounts 
the  revival  of  klezmer  music  through  the  story  of  Men¬ 
del,  who  brings  his  accordion  from  the  Old  World  to 
New  York  and  continues  playing  klezmer  tunes.  Over  the 
years,  his  children  and  grandchildren  favor  jazz,  swing  and 
rock,  and  the  accordion  is  left  to  gather  dust... until  one  of 
the  great-grandchildren  finds  it  and  learns  to  play  klezmer. 
After  reading  the  book,  listen  to  a  recording  of  klezmer

music,  and  take  the  ferry  to  Liberty  Island 
to  see  Lady  Liberty  from  a  boat,  as  Mendel 
sees  her  when  he  arrives  in  America. 

"Gershwin's  Rhapsody  in  Blue"  by  Anna  Harwell 


Celenza  tells  how  George  Gershwin  came  to  compose 
his  signature  piece  and  how  he  wove  into  his  ode  to 
New  York  City  his  recollections  of  the  music  played  at  his 
brother  Ira’s  bar  mitzvah.  The  book  comes  with  a  CD  of 
Gershwin  himself  playing  the  piece,  recorded  on  a  piano 
roll!  After  you’ve  read  the  book  and  listened  to  the  music, 
take  the  M4  over  to  the  corner  of  Amsterdam  and 
1 10th  Street  and  see  the  building  where  Gersh¬ 
win  lived  when  he  wrote  the  piece. 

"Brooklyn  Bridge",  a  historical  novel  by 
Newbery  Medalist  Karen  Hesse,  is  about 
the  Michtom  family,  Jewish  immigrants 
from  Russia  who  built  success  in  the  New 
World  from  the  invention  of  the  stuffed  toy  bear. 
Told  from  the  point  of  view  of  their  teenage  son, 
who  would  rather  go  to  Coney  Island  than  sort  bears,  the 
story  deals  with  the  role  of  luck  in  our  lives  and  the 
connections  between  people  in  a  community. 

"A  Pickpocket's  Tale"  by  Karen  Schwabach  is  set 
in  New  York  City  in  the  early  1700s.  Molly,  a  young 
girl  sentenced  to  banishment  from  London  for  pick¬ 
pocketing,  is  indentured  to  a  Jewish  family,  from  whom  she 
reluctantly  learns  the  value  of  kindness  and  interdependence 
with  other  people.  Follow  up  this  adventure  with  a  visit  to 
Congregation  Shearith  Israel,  where  Ashkenazi  as  well  as 
Sephardi  families  worshipped  in  the  time  of  the  story.
